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CHILDHOOD 


dolf Hitler, the son of Alois and Clara Hitler, was born on 

April 20, 1889 in Braunau am Inn, Upper Austria. He grew 

up in the Waldgebiet, an area of hills and forests inter- 

spersed by fields and plots of cultivation. His father, a cus- 

toms official, bought a Bauerngut or small farm near the 

village of Hafeld. This was to be home for Adolf and his 
younger sister Paula for the next eight years of their lives. 

The house was in the middle of an orchard and had stables and a hayloft, 
where Adolf often played with his friends. 

When he was eight years old he was sent to the Benedictine monastery in 
Lambach to learn music. In the courtyard of the modern part of the monastery, 
there was a well with a stone archway over it on which was displayed a swastika. 

At ten years of age the family moved to a small house in Leonding so that 
Adolf could attend the Realschule in Linz. His father hoped that his son would 
become an official in one of the ministries, but when 11 years old he had al- 
ready made up his mind that he was going to be an artist. 

Adolf's favorite school subjects were drawing, geography, German and espe- 
dally history. He always finished top of his class in these subjects. His German 
master, Dr. Hümer, usually picked Adolf for the task of repeater. He would re- 
peat something which had been read to them, but in a much more original 
and interesting fashion. 

He was very good at gym and finished at the top of his class in every year. 
He enjoyed playing cowboys and Indians with his friends. There was, however, 
also a serious side to him. He was always buying candles so that he could study 
maps and read at night. He developed a thorough understanding of the 

Franco-Prussian War (1870-1) and the political tensions between Austria and 
Germany. 

On January 5, 1903 his father died of a heart attack, and approximately six 
years later his mother died, on December 21, 1908, after a long illness. The 
house was sold. At 19 years of age Adolf Hitler was confronted with the chal- 
lenge of earning a living. He decided that he would seek his fortune in Vienna 
as an artist.

n his arrival in Vienna, Hitler proceeded to the Academy 
of Fine Arts with his portfolio of sketches. One of the 
professors glanced through his pictures rapidly and pro- 
nounced that he had come to the wrong place. He said 
that his aptitude appeared to be in architecture. 

The professor at the School of Building spent more 
time examining his sketches and seemed quite positive. However, when he 
heard that Hitler had never had lessons, he claimed that there was no place in 
his school for a beginner. 

Hitler was stunned. The next four years would be spent in grinding poverty. 
He would obtain jobs from time to time on building sites, but his refusal to 
join a trade union meant that he was frequently out of work. 

Vienna possessed many outstanding buildings, and he continued to draw 
with his pencil. But he barely managed to survive on the income from the 
sketches and postcards he sold. 

It was during these hard times that he came face to face with the social prob- 
lems of that era and the "solutions" being touted by the democratic parties and 
the Marxists. 

It was also during this period that he became aware for the first time of the 
Jews, who numbered 118,000 or 8.696 out of a population of 1,365,000 in Vi- 
enna at that time. He considered Jew-baiting to be barbarous and rejected the 
ideas of the Anti-Semite Party. 

However, he noticed certain unpalatable tendencies amongst the Jews. Over 
90% of the pornography trade was in their hands; they had an iron grip on the 
press and were the driving force behind Marxism. 

Hitler often visited the Reichratsgebáude or houses of parliament. It was a 
sobering experience for him to learn how democracy functioned. Besides Ger- 
man, at least five Slavic languages were spoken, with the consequence that most 
members did not understand what was being said.

Adolf Hitler's rejection of parliament, which he described as being nothing 
more than a house of puppets. 

In the spring of 1912 Hitler moved to Munich. He was immediately im- 
pressed by the beauty ofthe city—the Kóningsplatz, the Glypothek, the Staats- 
galerie and the Propyláen. He felt that he was in a real German city as there 


were no foreigners present. 
He found lodgings with a Frau Popp in the Schleissheimerstrasse. He now 


began to paint with increasing intensity. His paintings were accepted by a grow- 
ing number of customers, and life became a little easier. During his lifetime he 
would produce over 2,500 paintings and sketches. 

Hitler was a frequent visitor to the State Library, and was always bringing 
home new books on history and politics. He would study these subjects into 
the early hours of the morning. 

In August 1914 World War I broke out. Hitler tried to join the Austrian army 
in Salzburg, but was rejected as being zu schwach—“too weak." He then enlisted 
with the 16th Bavarian Infantry Regiment, after obtaining permission from the 
Kabinettskanzlei, or Chancellery of the Cabinet, in Munich. °

orld War I was instigated on June 28, 1914, when 
Gavrilo Princip, allegedly of Jewish origin, murdered 
the heir to the Austrian throne Archduke Franz 
Ferdinand and his wife in the Bosnian city of 
Sarajevo. Princip worked for a secret front 
organization of the international bankers called 
the Black Hand. His intermediary was Leon Trotsky. 

The aim of the international bankers was to destroy the three continen- 
tal empires of Austro-Hungary, Germany and Russia, and then divide them 
up into smaller states, which would then be more easily susceptible to 
usury and political control. 

The Jewish bankers had a particular hatred for Russia. The Romanovs 
had wisely confined the Jews to the Pale Settlement so that their anti-social 
behavior and especially their practice of usury would not adversely affect 
the Russian people. On March 13, 1881, Czar Alexander Il was murdered 
by the Jewish revolutionary front Narodnaya Volya (“the People's Will"). 

In 1914 Russia was one of the most powerful and advanced countries 
in the world, notably in the spheres of education, administration of justice 


and protection of workers' rights. She also did not have a central bank and 


had hardly any foreign debt. 


On March 6, 1917, Czar Nicholas II abdicated. On the night of July 16, 
1918, the imperial family was murdered on the orders of the Jew Yankel 


Sverdlov (real name Solomon) in Ekaterinburg. 


The Bolshevik revolution was started in St. Petersburg by the Jew Leon Trot- 
sky (real name Levi Bronstein) and 2,000 accomplices. The entire revolution 
was paid for by the international bankers in New York under the leadership of 
Jacob Schiff. In the early days of the Soviet Union, 457 out of 556 (82.6%) gov- 


ernment functionaries were Jewish. 


trenches and maintain communications between company and regimental 
headquarters. This was probably the most dangerous occupation, as messen- 
gers were continually exposed to enemy machine gun and artillery fire. 

Hitler was very fond of animals, especially dogs. One day an English fox ter- 
rier ran into his trench, and he immediately adopted it. He called him Fox! and 
was very upset when he disappeared some months later. 

He took part in the Battle of the Somme from July to September 1916. This 
was a mindless carnage in which over 1,200,000 lives were lost fighting over â 
few hundred yards of territory. It was during this battle that Hitler ۹ 
wounded in his leg and sent back to Beelitz (near Berlin) by ambulance train. 
He noticed that back home there was much demoralization and disunity, ٩ 
that it was being fomented primarily by Jewish journalists. 

In January 1918 the German army was stabbed in the back by a munitions 
strike, which had been initiated by the Jewish agitators Karl Liebknecht and 
Rosa Luxemburg. It did not last long, but it had a devastating effect on morale: 
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“Those who want to 
live, let them fight, 
and those who do 
not want to fight in 
this world of eternal 
struggle do not 
deserve to live.”

In addition 
she had to pay an indemnity equivalent to the en- 
tire wealth of the country. This indemnity would 
be used to repay the international Jewish bankers 
the fraudulent loans (and interest), which they had 
previously lent to the governments of Britain and 
France. 

Hitler served with distinction on the front. He never shirked his duty or 
dodged any dangers. He was awarded the Military Service Cross with swords, 
the regimental diploma for signal bravery in attack and the Iron Cross, first 
and second class.

Jewish 
bankers and speculators played a prominent role in this 
catastrophe and bought up sizable assets for a fraction of 
their worth. Millions of the middle and working classes 
were impoverished. 

On November 9, 1923 Hitler took part in a putsch led 
by a famous World War I general, Erich Ludendorff, to 
overthrow the Bavarian government. It did not succeed; 
and as a result of his participation, he had to spend 13 
months in prison, mainly in Landsberg Prison in the 
town of Landsberg am Lech. It was during this time that 
he wrote a book on his political philosophy and party 
program entitled Mein Kampf ("My Struggle"). It would 
later become the most published book after the Bible. 

After this setback Hitler had to relaunch the National 
Socialist movement. It swiftly grew again. At the end of 
1925 the party had 27,000 members, in 1926 49,000, in 
1927 72,000, in 1928 108,000 and 12 members in the 
Reichstag, in 1929 178,000 and in 1930 389,000. When 
Hitler was appointed to the office of Reichschancellor on 
January 30, 1933, the party's support had grown from 
seven in 1919 to over 12 million. °

1,458,178 new houses were built to the highest 
standards of the time. Each house could not be 
more than two stories high and had to have a 
small garden for the growing of flowers or veg- 
etables, as Hitler did not want the people to lose 
contact with the land. The building of apart- 
ments was discouraged. Rental payments on housing were not allowed 
to exceed 1/8 of the income of the average worker. 

Interest-free loans of 1,000 Reichsmarks (about five months of 
gross pay) known as Ehestanddarlehen (marriage loans) were paid in the 
form of certificates to newly married couples for the purchase of 
household goods. The loan was repayable at 196 per month, but for 
each child born 25% of the loan was canceled. Thus if a family had 
four children, the loan would have been considered repaid in full. 
The same principle was applied in respect of home loans, which were 
issued for a period of ten years at a low rate of interest. The birth of each 
child also resulted in the cancellation of 2596 of the loan. 

Farmers also benefited, and between 1933 and 1936 91,000 farm- — — 
steads were built.

Sports and recreation were actively encouraged. All large commercial and 
public concerns were provided with recreation yards, sports grounds, swim- 
ming pools and modern canteens with smoking-free rooms. 

In August 1936 the Olympics were held in Berlin and were a resounding 
triumph. Germany was the most successful nation, winning 89 medals, in- 
cluding 33 gold. 

Holiday camps were provided at subsidized rates, while sea trips on large 
cruise ships to foreign destinations were made possible through the Kraft durche 
Freude (“Strength through Joy”) program. These voyages were restricted to 
workers earning not more than RM300 a month, with those earning RM200 or 
less receiving preference. 

Most Christian denominations were tolerated in Germany, and the two 
main churches, the Evangelical Lutheran and the Roman Catholic, were subsi- 
dized by the state. On September 10, 1933 Hitler concluded a concordat with 
the Vatican. 

Since the churches concentrated on spiritual matters rather than worldly af- 
fairs, worshippers returned in increasing numbers. During the Third Reich 640 
new churches were built. It was not uncommon for a pastor or priest to con- 
clude his service with the words Gott segne der Führer ("God bless the Führer"). 

In the winter of 1933-34 a major relief work, known as the Winterhilfswerk, 
was undertaken to assist the millions of poor and unemployed people. Those 
persons who had a job were asked to donate a small portion of their wages to 
the unemployed in exchange for a glass or wooden tag. On the first Sunday of 
each month families with an income would have an Eintopfgericht or one-pot 

dinner and donate the money saved to the needy, who would enjoy a hot meal 
in a large communal kitchen. Over 17 million unemployed persons, casual 
laborers, widows and orphans were supported by these charitable efforts ofthe 
people. 

Regarding crime, one of the first acts Hitler undertook was to disarm the 
police and remove their rubber truncheons. He did this so that the people 
would feel less threatened and be more sympathetic to the role of the police. 
At the same time the laws regarding the private ownership of weapons were re- 
laxed. Criminality soon dropped to very low levels, while drug offenses were 
unknown. 

The protection of animal rights was a major concern of the National So- 
cialists, who passed a law to that effect, namely the Reichstierschutzgesetz (Reichs 
Animal Protection Law) on November 24, 1933. The Reichsnaturschutzgesetz 
(Reichs Nature Protection Law) for the protection of the environment was 
promulgated on June 26, 1935. It was one of the most advanced laws of its 
time and included the Dauerwald concept, which is still used today, for the 
restoration of natural forests. °

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for producing some of the finest examples of this art form. They adopted a classical 
approach to the human form, depicting men and women in timeless glory, youth, 
potential, honor, desire and hope. Two of Breker's better-known works are 
The Comrades and Apollo and Daphne. 

The style of Romantic realism, the spirit of Blut und Boden ("blood and soil") 
and rural themes are present in the works of artists such as Conrad Hommel, 
Werner Peiner and Adolf Wissel. On July 18, 1937 Hitler opened the palatial 
Haus der deutschen Kunst ("House of German Art") in Munich in order to pro- 
mote fine art. 

There was a thriving film industry, which produced popular films like ۳ 
schkonzert ("Wish Concert") and Die grosse Liebe (“The Great Love"). The pro" 
duction studios at Neubabelsberg, near Berlin, rivaled those of Hollywood in 
the U.S.A. 

Triumph des Willens ("The Triumph of the Will"), depicting the Nuremberg 
rally of 1934 and created by Leni Riefenstahl, has been acclaimed as one ofthe 
greatest films of all time. 

In architecture many of the new public buildings were built on a grand scale, 
using granite, This was typical in the construction of Hitler's chancellery ٨ 
Berlin.

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ECONOMIC ACHIEVEMENTS 


hen Hitler came to power in January 1933 6,014,000 
persons were registered as unemployed. Within five 
years this figure would be zero. This phenomenal feat 
was achieved by embarking on a huge program of 
public works. The Reichsbank was instructed to pro- 
vide cheap loans, known as Offa and Mefo bills, for 
the financing of these projects. No foreign loans were allowed. 

The most important building project was the construction of the autobahns, 
also known as "the motorization of Germany." Two of these highways ran 
from north to south, one from Kiel to Basel, the other from East Prussia via 
Berlin to Munich. Two ran from east to west, one from Frankfurt-Oder to the 
Rhineland, the other from Breslau to the Rhineland. One ran from west to 
south from Saarbrücken to Salzburg (the Nibelungen Road), while the last one 
ran from Hamburg to Breslau. As asphalt was in short supply, concrete plates 
were used to surface the autobahns. 
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In the meantime car production increased from 41,100 vehicles in 1932 to 
216,000 in 1937. As part of the economic policy of autarky, the tires for these 
vehicles were made from an artificial rubber called buna, which was more 
durable than natural rubber. Gasoline was made at the Leuna works in Merse- 
burg, by converting coal into oil using the Fischer-Tropsch process. 

Germany had very little foreign exchange to pay for her imports; so instead she. 
used barter. She was able to exchange over 5096 of her exports by bartering with 
25 countires located, mainly in the Balkans and Latin America. 

Not only were roads built, but also bridges, canals and dams. The German 
railway system was considered to be technically the finest in the world. 


Although Volkswagen 
("Peoples Car") plays down 
the connection, the company 
got its start during the Third 
Reich. Based on the Fuehrer's 
own 1932 design, Volkswa- 
gen offered a well-made car 
that all families could afford. 
Soon, though, World War II 
forced the factory to start pro- 
ducing war materiel instead— 
including lightweight, 
dependable cars used for 
transport in North Africa and 
along the Russian Front. 
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As Germany could not afford to import raw 
cotton, she developed synthetic fibers. These 
fibers were mixed with wool and produced 
very comfortable clothes. There was also no 
money to pay for the rich iron ores of Sweden, 
which had an iron content of 8396. German 
ores contained only 25% iron: lowever, the 
Krupp-Renn process overcame this difficulty 
and produced high-quality steel. Between 1932 
and 1937 the production of steel increased by 
16796. 

By 1939 the size of the German economy 
had increased by 10096 and the wages of the 
workers had increased by a similar amount. 
The Germans were now the happiest and most 
prosperous people in the world, enjoying the 
highest standard of living. This success had 
been achieved solely by the hard work of the 
German nation and with the support of an 
honest money system, not based on usury or 


the gold standard. .

Tior to the National Socialists coming to power 
government had been bedeviled by the presence of 
36 political parties. These parties not only intrigued 
against one another, but often pursued selfish and 
petty interests against the common welfare of the 
people. 

National Socialist Germany had a different form 
of democracy. It was based on the principles of the founder of Greek 
democracy, Pericles. He was a general and statesman, who lived in 
Athens ca. 495-429 B.C. This democracy was known as Volksgemeinschaft 
or “community of the people.” 

Instead of perpetual elections in which promises are rarely kept and 
where voting fraud is often present, particularly in modern times with 
the advent of electronic voting, the German people were regularly con- 
sulted by means of referenda.

Unfortunately there was one dissenting element present, namely the 
600,000 Do constituted 1 % of the population. In the universities, law, 
medicine, commerce, the media, theater and film industries, Jews occupied 
anywhere between 40 and 80% of the leading positions, The government was 
thus justified in remedying this gross overrepresentation. 

On March 24, 1933 the international Jews styling themselves as “Judea” de- 
dared war on Germany, which responded by calling for a one- 
day boycott of Jewish businesses. From that time on the Jews 
waged an incessant propaganda war against Germany. [385 

On September 10, 1935, the Nuremberg laws, which prohib- 8 
ited marriage between Germans and Jews, were adopted. These W $ 
laws were received with approval by the Jews, who today have a 
similar law forbidding marriage between Jews and non-Jews in 
the illegal state of Israel. The word “illegal” is used as over 90% 
of the Jews living in Israel are Ashkenazim, who are descended 
from a non-Semitic people originally from present-day southern 
Russia. In the eighth century A.D., they were converted to Ju- 
daism by their monarch, King Bulan. Hence it is correct to state 
that they are illegally occupying the state of Palestine, which be- 
longs to the indigenous Muslim and Christian Semites. 

On November 9, 1938, the Jews used a false flag operation 
known as Kristallnacht ("Crystal Night" or "Night of Broken 
Glass") to gain worldwide sympathy. The British Parliament 
was about to adopt legislation guaranteeing Palestine to the Palestinians. A 
German diplomat was murdered in Paris by a deranged Polish Jew at the behest 
ofa Jewish organization known as the International League Against Anti-Semi- 
tism (LICA). False telephone and telegram instructions were given by agents 
provocateurs to Kreisleiters (district leaders) and other junior leaders to set alight 
Jewish businesses and synagogues. Unfortunately some of them did respond, 
and a large number of buildings were burnt down, and 89 people died. Hitler 
was furious when he heard about this outrage and ordered that it be stopped 
immediately. 

As mentioned previously, Hitler would not tolerate any form of anti-Ju- 
daism. Two more examples will suffice. 

In his early years Hitler’s personal bodyguard was a Jewish watchmaker, 
Emil Maurice (real name Schwartzenberger). He also helped to found the SS 
or Schutzstaffel and held certificate of membership No. 2 (Hitler was No.1). 

One of the most important positions in the Third Reich was that of leader 
of the Deutsche Arbeitsfront (“German Labor Front"). It was held by the Jew Dr. 


Robert Ley (real name Levy).

WORLD WAR TWO 


n October 1938 with the agreement of Britain, France and 
Italy, Germany annexed the German-speaking part of 
"Czechoslovakia," the Sudetenland. On March 14, 1939, 
Slovakia broke away to form an independent state. The 
rump of the country became the German protectorate of 
"Bohemia and Moravia." It retained its own administra- 
tion, an army of 7,000 men, and the official language remained Czech. 

Hitler declared that having amicably brought the majority of Ger- 
mans into the Reich, he no longer had any more territorial ambitions, 
with the exception of the few remaining Germans in Danzig, Memel- 
land and the Polish Corridor. As a devout man of peace, this was his sin- 
cere declaration of intent. 

On January 19, 1939 Hitler dismissed the president of the Reichs- 
bank, Hjalmar Schacht, a Freemason, who was conspiring to collapse 
the German economy. Hitler placed the bank directly under his own 
control, which meant that the bank would in future create all of Ger- 
many's money free of debt and interest. The international Jewish 
bankers were enraged at this development and therefore resolved to de- 
stroy Germany by causing a world war. On March 31, 1939, Britain, 
under American pressure, gave Poland an unconditional guarantee that 
if Germany attacked Poland (and even if Poland attacked Germany) 
Britain would protect her sovereignty.

In the ensuing conflict Germany initially enjoyed remarkable military suc- 
cesses. After the fall of France in June 1940, Hitler made a comprehensive peace 
offer to Britain. His proposals included the withdrawal of all German forces in 
the west, no demands from Britain and a request that he be allowed a free hand 
in the east. 

The new British prime minister, Winston Churchill, refused to negotiate— 
notwithstanding the fact that the British ambassador to the U.S.A., Lord Loth- 
ian, described these proposals as being "most satisfactory," while British 
Cabinet Minister Lord Beaverbrook termed them "most reasonable." 

Churchill had received substantial financial private support from Jewish 
bankers and organizations, such as "the Focus." For example the former had 
paid his stock exchange debt of 18,162 pounds sterling in March 1938, which 
allowed him to keep his home, Chartwell. He therefore chose to protect the in-

THE AFTERMATH 


n order to justify the senseless slaughter of an estimated 
50 million victims, the international Jewish bankers and 
their puppet regimes shifted the entire blame for the war 
onto Germany and Japan by holding a crude political 
stunt known as the Nuremberg and Tokyo "trials." 

Over 2,500 years of European jurisprudence were 
overturned by the introduction of ex post facto laws, that is, laws passed 
after the event such as the "crime of committing aggressive war" and 
"crimes against humanity." The defense of tu quoque, "thou also," was 
only permitted in the case of Grand Adm. Karl Dónitz, notwithstanding 
the fact that the prosecuting nations had committed far worse "crimes." 

For example, the Russians had murdered 15,000 Polish officers; the 
British and Americans had bombed undefended Dresden night and day, 
incinerating over 300,000 civilians, 7596 of whom were women and 
children; and the Americans had dropped atomic bombs on Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki, causing the deaths of 239,000 people. After the war had 
ended, Gen. Dwight Eisenhower was directly responsible for starving to 
death over 1 million German prisoners of war, who had been redesig- 
nated “disarmed enemy forces."

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Auschwitz was actually a combined work camp and detention center. Most 
of the workers were employed at the nearby “buna” rubber factory. Slave labor 
was forbidden in Germany. Each foreign worker was issued with an Arbeitsbuch 
(“work book”) and received the same pay, insurance benefits and paid-up va- 
cations as regular German workers. 

When a detainee arrived he or she had to be listed and described in forms, 
of which 12 to 14 carbon copies were required. If a detainee died of illness, 21 
confirmatory signatures were needed. 

During the day the detainees were free to roam around the vast camp, which 
boasted many facilities in order to curb their boredom. There were playing 
fields, a swimming pool with a diving board, a sauna, a post office, a library 
(with 45,000 volumes), halls for cinema shows and theatrical productions, 
and 16 camp orchestras. There was a canteen, a camp university and art and 
sculpture classes. There was a designated building for religious services and 
a well-equippedhospital with a maternity wing, in which 3,000 babies were 
born, none of whom died. On hot summer days children were served ice 
cream, several witnesses testified.

ment The camp commandant had an office where he was 
available to hear complaints or suggestions from the de- 
tainees. At all times the rules of the International Red Cross 
who conducted unhindered monthly visits to the hs 
were strictly observed. 

The Buca. death toll at Auschwitz, according to the 
Tótenbucher ( death books"), is 73,137, of whom 38,031 
were Jews. The majority died during the continuous epi- 
demics of typhus. When someone died, the next of kin were 
informed; and if he or she was a German, the camp com- 
mandant would send a personal letter of condolence. 

One of the principal purposes of the "holocaustian" 
dogma was to justify the theft of Palestine from its Arab in- 
habitants. Instead of demanding reparations as in World 
War I over $100 billion has been paid to the so-called Jewish = 
“survivors” in the form of Wiedergutmachung ("compensation"). According to 
a Jewish American professor, Norman Finkelstein, the “holocaust” is an extor- 
tion racket, while the Israeli musician, Gilad Atzmon, has described “holo- 
caust” museums as being museums of Jewish criminality. 

A further negative consequence is that in many parts of Europe it is illegal 
to question the veracity of this absurd fairy tale, and if you do so, imprisonment 
(up to 20 years for repeat offenders in Austria) or heavy fines are imposed. 
Hundreds of thousands of patriotic Austrians and Germans have suffered this 
fate. As a result freedom of speech no longer exists in these countries. 

If Europe is to revive and become a vibrant society again, the principles of 
national socialism will have to be given serious reconsideration. Naturally, it 
will be of paramount necessity that each nation’s money supply be created free 
of debt and interest. 

Adolf Hitler took his own life in his bunker in Berlin on April 30, 1945. He 
was undoubtedly the leading man of the 20th century—and perhaps of all 
time. A vegetarian, he neither drank alcohol nor consumed tobacco. He gave 
his entire chancellor's salary to the poor, subsidizing his expenses from royalties 
he received from the sales of his book. Not surprisingly, he never had a bank 
account. He was a man of rare culture, whose knowledge of music, arts and ar- 
chitecture was profound. His entire life was devoted to the uplifting of the Ger- 
man people. : 

His spirit and the greatness that he achieved live on. 

He is worthy of our remembrance.
